Legislature fails to settle prison issue 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.— A P - The 
Missouri Legislature wrapped up business 
late Wednesday night without approving 
money for a prison. 
Like stubborn Missouri mules, foe House 
and Senate conferees remained deadlocked 
over what type of prison to build and where 
to put it. 
Dying with the prison construction money 
was $125 million worth of other capital 
improvements. 
Only a special session can rescue the 
building construction and maintenance 
money, which included funding for state 
office buildings, university classrooms and 
schools for the handicapped. 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale said in a news 
conference shortly after foe legislature 
adjourned that he would not call a special 
session. “Unless there is a change of sen­ 
timent” on foe part of the legislature. 


Teasdale said he would urge people who 
lost money in capital improvements when 
that bill died “To help me urge foe Senate 
and House now, or as soon as they can, to 
show me there is some hope and some 
reason to call a special session.” 
The governor has supported the medium- 
sec urity prison in an urban area, the 
position of the House, since the beginning of 
foe prison dispute. The Senate had proposed 
building a maximum-sec urity prison on 
state-owned 
land 
in 
mid-Missouri. 
One 
possible compromise, 
which 
Teasdale said he would accept, would be to 
authorize money for a prison and give the 
executive branch responsibility for 
determining the type and location. 
“I think the governor should take the 
heat,” he said “That’s our responsibility.” 
But the governor left little doubt that he 
would call for a medium-sec urity prison in 


an urbanarea if given the choice. Asecurity 
prison in mid-Missouri, he said, would be 
like duplicating the existing facility in 
Jefferson City. 
“That would be a waste of money in my 
judgment. I say it’s not only principle, but 
common sense that dictates we do what we 
the Teasdale administration have been 
arguing all along.” 
An 11th-hour plan to break the deadlock 
between the two chambers ended less than 
five minutes before adjournment when the 
House conferees said they would not accept 
a 
maximum-security 
prison 
in 
mid- 
Missouri even if foe proposal also included 
funds for a medium-security facility. 
Senators had balked at a site Teasdale’s 
officials had chosen in Clay County because 
it was "politically infeasable.” 
Legislative leaders said after the session 
they would like to see the prison question 


settled and the $125 million capital im­ 
provements bill passed in a special session. 
But there was little relinquishing of 
ground on the House and Senate stands. 
“Unless there is a change in the attitude 
of the Senate, there would be no need for a 
special session,” said House Speaker Pro 
Tern Bob Griffin, D-Cameron. 
House Speaker Kenneth Rothman, D- 
Clayton, said he would like “to take a stab” 
at a compromise again, but added: “If I 
thought we had any chance to do what was 
right and get a medium-security prison in 
an urban area. I would keep trying. 
“They the Senate expected the House to 
back down all along.” 
Rothman added the Senate wasn’t ready 
to “take the heat, politically. The House 
was ready to take the heat Apparently it is 
more important to be elected as a senator 
than to stick to the right position.” 


Senate President Pro Tern Norman 
Merrell, D-Monticello, agreed that he would 
like to see foe question resolved in a special 
session because

While Merrell said the Senate “had done 
everything possible to carry foe load 
repeatedly,” Rothman was telling reporters 
the House

located.

After 
negotiations with the landowners there, 
Teasdale had called a news conference to 
announce a sale price had been agreed 
upon. 


But a grounds well of opposition within the 
community of Liberty, located near the site, 
called for Teasdale to change his mind and 
the opponents began putting pressure on 
lawmakers. 


As Teasdale was about to make his sale 
announcement, the Senate Appropriations 
Committee touched off the furor by taking 
out the $11 million the House had approved 
for continued planning and construction of a 
new, 500-inmate mediumsecuri ty prison in 
an urban area on a site chosen by the 
governor. 
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2 trains collide, derail;

NEELYVILLE, Mo. (AP) - Two freight 
trains collided in southeast Missouri today, 
derailing 79 cars and three locomotives and 
forcinv the evacuation of 400 persons, a 
spokesman 
for 
the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad said. 
Two train crewmen were injured when a 
northbound train hit a southbound train 
broadside at 1:17 a.m. about a mile north of 
here, in what the railroad called a “major 
derailment.” 
Two separate fires erupted on impact, the 
railroad said. Neelyville Mayor Ralph D. 
Shelton Jr. said some 400 persons were 
evacuated about 4 a.m. as a safety 
precaution. Some persons began returning 
to their homes about 9 a.m., though the fires 
continued to bum. 


The engineer of foe northbound freight, 
John M. Bland, 55, of North Little Rock, 
Ark., suffered multiple abrasions and 
lacerations, the railroad said. 
A brakeman, Matthew Drumgooie Jr., 28, 
of Sherwood, Ark., sustained a possible bro­ 


ken leg, the railroad said. Both were taken 
to Poplar Bluff hospitals. 
One fire, in the southbound train, involved 
two cars of trucks and one car of automo- 
. biles. Hydrocholoric acid was also leaking 
from a nearby tank car, an observer said. 
The other fire, in the northbound train 
about one-quarter of a mile south, involved 
two covered hoppers of plastic and one 
covered hopper of poiyethelyne. 
The flames of the second fire licked at a 
derailed car of flammable vinyl chloride. 
Authorities feared that the smouldering 
vinyl chloride would explode. 
Four fire departments were battling the 
blazes. But water had to be trucked from 
Naylor, 15 miles away. The accident oc­ 
curred at the edge of a soybean field owned 
by Lloyd Surber, who reported the ex­ 
plosion. 
At one point the second fire was nearly 
brought under control, when firemen ran 
out of water. The fires were still out of 
control at 9 a.m. Firemen were hoping to 


bring foam to the scene. 
A cloud of smoke from the fires stretched 
five to six miles northeast of the scene, 
authorities said. 
The railroad said the southbound freight, 
en route from Chicago to Houston, was 
heading into the north end of a siding when 
it was struck by the 116-car northbound 
freight. 
The impact was about 37 cars ahead of the 
caboose of the 110-car southbound train; 25 
cars were derailed. The southbound freight 
was about two-thirds of the way into the 
siding when it was struck by the northbound 
train.

(AP) — Fresh­ 
man Sen. J.B. Banks, resplendent in a snow 
white suit with scarlet vest and matching 
shoes, talked the conflict of interest bill to 
death on the floor of the Missouri Senate 
Wednesday night. 
And a companion bill on campaign 
finance disclosure in the House took the 
same road, as Banks dominated the Senate 
floor and refused to relinquish it. 
The legislature’s failure to approve the 
two bills means that any change in the 
state’s laws requiring candidates for public 
office to disclose their incomes and report 
their campaign contributions and ex­ 
penditures must come from the state 
Supreme Court, which currently has before 
it a court challenge to the Campaign Fi­ 
nance and Disclosure Act. 
“The House tried three times to pass a 


conflict of interest law,” said Speaker 
Kenneth Rothman “But the Senate’s re­ 
sponse to our positive actions was to use the 
antiquated procedure of a filibuster. The 
Senate filibustered it and killed it. I suspect 
the senators ought to worry about killing 
i t ” 
“I'll be talking at 12 o’clock,” Banks said 
as he took the Senate floor an hour earlier to 
filibuster on the conflict of interest bill. The 
St. Louis Democrat used the time up simply 
reading passages of the bill 
There were repeated efforts to get the 
floor back from Banks, but there was no 
move to invoke the seldom used rule closing 
off debate and demanding a vote on the 
question.

nance and Disclosure Act 
"The House tried three tim es to pass a 


conflict of interest law," said Speaker 
Kenneth Rothman “ But the Senate s re­ 
sponse to our positive acUons was to use the 
antiquated procedure of a filibuster The 
Senate filibustered it and killed it. I suspect 
the senators ought to worry about killing 
it.” 
“ I’ll be talking at 12 o'clock.” Banks said 
as he took the Senate floor an hour earlier to 
filibuster on the conflict of interest bill The 
St Louis Democrat used the time up simply 
reading passages of the bill 
There were repeated efforts to get the 
floor back from Banks, but there was no 
move to invoke the seldom used rule closing 
off debate and demanding a vote on the 
question 
The conflict bill would have prohibited 
elected and appointed state and local of- 


ficials and judges from receiving anything 
for the performance of their official duties 
other than their salary They would also be 
banned from dealing with public agencies in 
private transactions of more than $500 
without competitive bidding 
Financial disclosure statem ents would 
have been required of judges, statewide

Makes Deal with Qaddafi

WASHINGTON - There is 
disturbing evidence that 
Panama’s strongman Omar 
Torrijos has struck a secret 
deal with Libya’s wildman 
Muammar Qaddafi to give the 
Arab extremist a foothold in 
the Americas and to cooperate 
with the Arab boycott against 
the Jews. 
The erratic Qaddafi is 
regarded as one of the world’s 
most irresponsible rulers. He 
has armed radical terrorist 
groups, tried to purchase 
nuclear weapons, subsidized 
Uganda’s zany Idi Amin and 
engaged in various harum- 
scarum intrigues. 
Two months ago, he invited 
Torrijos to Tripoli for some 
joint rhetoric against the 
United States. With much 
Muster, they pledged political 
allegiance to each other, ar­ 
ranged to exchange military 
delegations and agreed upon 
economic cooperation. 
But indications are begin­ 
ning to leak out that the two 
leaders also reached a secret 
understanding, with some 
ominous overtones. Here are 
the details: 
— A secret Panamanian 
document certifies that a con­ 
tractor, who is constructing a 
hydroelectric project in 
Panama, lias never had any 
ties of any kind with Jewish or 


Zionist firms nor persons.” Hie 
document is dated April 28, 
1977 - just 11 days after Torri­ 
jos returned from Libya. The 
implication is that he im­ 
mediately ordered a secret 
new policy, excluding Zionists 
from projects financed by 
Libya. 
— A sudden flurry of anti- 
Semitism has been reported in 
Panama Handbills reportedly 
have been circulated calling 
for the expulsion of Jews and 
accusing them of unsubstanti­ 
ated illegalities. In a confiden­ 
tial letter to Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, Hep. Benjamin 
Rosenthal, D-N.Y., notes that 
the anti-Jewish outbreak 
“follows on the beds” of Torri­ 
jos’ visit to Libya The Con­ 
gressman concedes that his 
evidence is “limited,” but ex­ 
presses concern that it might 
herald “a far wider campaign 
directed at Jews and Zionists.” 
— Torrijos has quietly 
agreed to grant Libya one hec­ 
tare of land in Panama for 
“commercial, industrial, finan­ 
cial and other international ac­ 
tivities.” This has raised a red 
flag with Sea Richard Stone, 
D-Fla. He has written a private 
letter to Vance, citing Qad- 
dafi’s “rather detailed record 
of terrorist support” and asking 
tersely; “What interpretation 
do you give to ‘other interna­ 


tional activities^?” 
— Qaddafi has also arranged 
to establish a $100 million Arab 
bank in Panama. Government 
analysts are worried that he 
might use the bank to launder 
the money he hands out to tei^ 
rorist groups. He has u»d com­ 
mercial companies, offices and 
facilities abroad to promote 
terrorist activities, our sources 
point out 
In the past, Torrijos has been 
a mild Israeli supporter. But 
government analysts fear 
Panama is in such desperate fi­ 
nancial straits that he might be 
willing to change his attitude 
toward the Jews in return for 
Arab petrodollars. 
Footnote: We submitted our 
evidence to the Panamanian 
Embassy for comment. We 
heard first from Ricardo 
Hofaer, the Jewish community 
leader in Panama, who sent us 
a message that he had 
received strong assurances 
from the Panamanian govern­ 
ment rejecting anti-Semitism.

He, 
too, was met by a welcoming 
committee - this time, en 
masse. 
The cameraman still inside 
the auto began shooting video.

Another $40,000 hit the 
dust. Later the reporter said,

Late the following Wednesday 
night the police arrested a 34- 
year-old truckdriver, a local 745 
member, identified as Carl 
Branch. He was bonded at 
$15,000 for allegedly hitting a TV 
newsman. This is a felony rap if 
he is found guilty of assaulting 
the reporter and cradling up the 
Minicam in the second “in­ 
cident.”

Department source tells me the 
Crocker Bank does not yet have 
final control of the fund and its 
new trustees. Nor has there been 
any bottom line evaluation of the 
fund’s $900 million worth of real 
estate loans. The Crocker Bank 
recently sent a team into Las 
Vegas to check on fund in­ 
vestments and loans there on 
which payments are delinquent. 
And suddenly on Thursday, 
June 9, the Labor Department 
disclosed that it had set 
precedent for restitution of 
misspent pension moneys by one 
union’s fund trustees. Involved 
are the pension and welfare 
fohds of the Southern Labor 
Union (a small coakliggers’ 
organization). Some trustees 
charged with illegal tran­ 
sactions, including failure to 
collect employer contributions, 
payment of improper benefits 
and leasing airplanes at ex­ 
cessive costa. The trustees will 
repay $50,000. But the fund only 
has $5 million.

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Panama’s Omar Torrijos 
Makes Deal with Qaddafi

WASHINGTON - There is 
disturbing evidence that 
Panama’s strongman Omar 
Tomjos has struck a secret 
deal with Libya’s wildman 
Muammar Qaddafi to give the 
Arab extremist a foothold in 
the Americas and to cooperate 
with the Arab boycott against 
the Jews. 
The erratic Qaddafi is 
regarded as one of the world’s 
most irresponsible rulers. He 
has armed radical terrorist 
groups, tried to purchase 
nuclear weapons, subsidized 
Uganda's zany Idi Amin and 
engaged in various harum- 
scarum intrigues. 
Two months ago, he invited 
Torrijos to Tripoli for some 
joint rhetoric against the 
United States. With much 
bluster, they pledged political 
allegiance to each other, ar­ 
ranged to exchange military 
delegations and agreed upon 
economic cooperation 
But indications are begin­ 
ning to leak out that the two 
leaders also reached a secret 
understanding, with some 
ominous overtones. Here are 
the details: 
— A secret Panamanian 
document certifies that a con­ 
tractor, who is constructing a 
hydroelectric project in 
Panama, “has never had any 
ties of any kind with Jewish or 


Zionist firms nor persons.” The 
document is dated April 28, 
1977 - just 11 days after Torri- 
jos returned from Libya. The 
implication is that he im­ 
mediately ordered a secret 
new policy, excluding Zionists 
from projects financed by 
Libya. 
— A sudden flurry of anti- 
SemiUsm has been reported in 
Panama. Handbills reportedly 
have been circulated calling 
for the expulsion of Jews and 
accusing them of unsubstanti 
a ted illegalities. In a confiden 
tial letter to Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, Rep. Benjamin 
Rosenthal, D-N.Y., notes that 
the anti-Jewish outbreak 
“follows on the heels" of Torri- 
jos’ visit to Libya. The Gon- 
greteman concedes that his 
evidence is “limited," but ex­ 
presses concern that it might 
herald “a far wider campaign 
directed at Jews and Zionists." 
— Torrijos has quietly 
agreed to grant Libya one hec­ 
tare of land in Panama for 
“commercial, industrial, finan­ 
cial and other international ac­ 
tivities." This has raised a red 
flag with Sea Richard Stone, 
D-Fla He has written a private 
letter to Vance, citing Qad 
dafi’s “rather detailed record 
of terrorist support" and asking 
tersely “What interpretation 
do you give to ‘other interna 


tional activities’*" 
— Qaddafi has also arranged 
to esLablirfi a $100 million Arab 
bank in Panama. Government 
analysts are womed that he 
might use the bank to launder 
the money he hands out to ter 
rorist groups. He has used com­ 
mercial companies, offices and 
facilities abroad to promote 
terrorist activities, our sources 
point out 
In the past, Torrijos has been 
a mild Israeli supporter But 
government analysts fear 
Panama is in such desperate fi­ 
nancial straits that he might be 
willing to change his attitude 
toward the Jews in return for 
Arab petrodollars. 
Footnote: We submitted our 
evidence to the Panamanian 
Embassy for comment. We 
heard first from Ricardo 
Hoher, the Jewish community 
leader in Panama, who sent us 
a m essage that he had 
received strong assurances 
from the Panamanian govern 
ment rejecting anti-Semitism. 
The timing of his message sug­ 
gests that he may have been 
pressured by the government 
to contact us. 
An embassy spokesman, 
after cabling his government, 
assured us that “no anti-Semi­ 
tic policies or sentiments exist 
in Panama.” He pointed oil 
correctly that Panama has 
consistently supported Israel.

17 in all, 
contain “grandfather” clauses 
that would exempt oil firms, al­ 
ready drilling offshore, from 
the new safeguards. This 
would leave such companies as 
Getty, Standard of California, 
Shell and Union free to pollute 
the shores, without too much 
worry about penalties 
His most controversial 
amendment would validate 
lease sales, worth over $1 
billion, off the Delaware, New 
Jersey and New York coasts. 
The amendment would over­ 
rule a federal court which has 
invalidated the sales, ruling 
that they violate federal en­ 
vironmental laws. This piece of 
legislative legerdemain would 
enrich such oil giants as Exxon 
and Shell. 
Footnote Johnston contends 
that the environmental bill 
“opens the door for the federal 
government to get involved in 
oil drilling for the first time."

detailed reports are now in on 
the Sunday morning mauling of 
four television newsmen in front 
of a Team sters’ local union 
headquarters in Dallas Scores 
of husky truckdrivers watched 
the report This June 5 attack 
will do as little for the new 
image general president Frank 
Fitzsimmons is trying to create 
for the brotherhood as it did for 
the smashed-up faces of the 
reporters and cameramen 
The pummeling and camera- 
smashing - $80,000 worth -- 
appear 
to prove that some 
T eam ster 
baronies a re as 
fraternal to dissidents in their 
ranks as are the Soviets, 
It all began shortly before 10 
a.m. when, an hour apart, two 
TV 
station 
reporter- 
photographer crews attempted 
to film efforts of two union 
m em bers, 
critics 
of

leadership, to enter Local 754’s 
union hall to attend a scheduled 
meeting, as they were fully 
entitled 
The first TV team set up some 
400 feet from the union hall. A 
one-man welcoming committee 
strode over, grabbed the $40,000 
Minicam from the cam eram an’s 
shoulder, hurled the equipment 
to the ground, picked it up by the 
cable, smashed it down again, 
slugged the crewman in the jaw

He was bonded at 
$15,000 for allegedly hittu^ a TV 
newsman This is a felony rap if 
he is found guilty of assaulting 
the reporter and cradling up the 
Minicam in the second "in­ 
cident ” 
A search is on for the assailant

muscling of news people - not to 
mention public roughing up of

his constitutional rights. 
Overstreet was convicted of 
the murder of Louis Adelstein 
during the January 1974 rob­ 
bery of the Straight Way Iron 
and Metal Co. in St. Louis only 
after a circuit court judge or­ 
dered that surgeons remove a 
bullet from his buttocks. 
Adelstein had fired one shot 
at the robbers before one 
grabbed his gun and shot him. 
Overstreet said he had been 
wounded during a dice game. 
Expert testimony at the trial, 
however, showed that the bullet 
taken from Overstreet’s but­ 
tocks under the court order was 
fired from Adelstein’s gun. 
Citing numerous state and 
federal cases, Judge James 
Finch said in the majority opin­ 
ion that the constitution “does 
not prohibit all intrusions as 
such but only those ‘which are 
not justified in the circum­ 
stances or which are made in 
an improper manner.’” 
The court set down four 


guidelines that must be met in 
surgical removal of evidence to 
insure protection of a suspect’s 
rights: 
—There must be probable 
cause to believe the operation 
will produce the evidence, and 
that it can be obtained in no 
other way. 


—The operation must be mi­ 
nor and performed by a skilled 
surgeon and not endanger the 
life, health or safety of the de­ 
fendant. 
—The suspect must be given 
the opportunity for a court 
hearing where he is represent­ 
ed by an attorney before the 
operation is performed. 
—There must be an opportun­ 
ity for appellate review of any 
court ordered surgery before it 
is performed. 
Finch noted that not only did 
Overstreet have nonopportunity 
for a court hearing or an ap­ 
peal before the bullet was re­ 
moved, but the decision on 
whether the operation would 
harm him was left to doctors 
and not decided by the court. 
He said that responsibility can­ 
not be delegated by the courts. 
Initially, doctors said the bul­ 
let was N$t beneath the skin, 
but when the operation began, 
incissions had to be made 3*^ 
to 4 inches deep to recover it. 
In a separate opinion, how­ 


ever, Chief Justice Robert Sei­ 
ler joined Judge John Bardgett 
in saying that none of the other 
court decisions gives “implied 
approval to involuntary sur­ 
gery. 
“It is the integrity of a per­ 
son’s body that is the cherished 
value protected by the 4th 
Amendment,” Bardgett wrote. 
” I believe this value is con­
